A.I. Chikin (NIRFI, 
Gor'tkiy) reported on "Flicker Noise in Modern Elec- 
tron Tubes". He presented measuring results of the 
low frequency noise spectrums of vacuum tubes (all- 
metal tubes, miniature tubes and tubes with a tung- 
sten cathode).
